Seaman Kirkham Intends to Go Back 
. to Farming. 

In 1908 a Barnardo boy landed in 

Canada, a stranger Jn a strange land. 

He is now back in Toronto, a hero 

whose name has~/been flashed . by 


cable all over the world, and the pie- 
ture of whose exploit formed the 
double-pago feature of one of the 
great illustrated weekly magazines 
of London which are circulated 
wherever the Enrlish people have 
spread. At nineteen years of age he 
has been recommended for the Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal. 

On April 20 last his Majesty’s ship 
“Broke,” in company With the 
“Swift,” encountered six German 
torpedo boats. They both made a 
dash at the enemy and the “Broke” 
succeeded in ramming one of them. 
Her bows entered into, the side of 
the G&rman ship, making a great 
gash in her plates, and while en- 
tangled in this position a boarding 
party of Huns feaped on to the 
“Broke’: orward deck. The crew 
on the “Broke’s” forward ’ gtn 
fought them off, and the former Bar; 
nardo doy was there. : * 

Leading Seaman Lawrence Kirk- 

ham is his name and ranking now. 
He served his time on the farm of 
W. B; Wilkinson, at Ripley, Ontario, 
and.Jater worked ona farm near 
Hamilton. Some time alter the open- 
ing of the war, bls British blood and 
breeding impelled him to enlist. He 
applied to the infantry, but was re-, 
fused on account of his eyesight. 
When the recruiting office for the 
Eritish navy was opened here,‘ the 
saw another opportunity and suc- 
ceeded in his effort to enlist there. 
Last January he was shipped away. 
Now he is back—six months of ac- 
tive service, but a world of experl- 
ence. —_ 
When the Germans swarmed down 
on the deck of the “Broke” the gun 
crew were: alone to bear the shock 
of the attack. : 

“Six others and myself,” said Sea- 
man Kirkham, “fought them with re- 
volvers {rom behind the steel gun 
shield for twenty minutes, but as wo 
could not drive them off we took our 
sidearms and went out after them, 
Thero was a pretty warm time for a 
while, then those who were not kill- 
ed jumped into the sea at the point 
of our aide-arms, I myself went too 
near the rafling and fell overboard. 
I was in the sea’ for twenty-nine 
hours, when I was picked-up by a 
fishing smack off Dover, I had two 
life-belts on, and was unconscious 
when I reached Dover, and after- 
wards spent some time in the hospl- 
tal. .The wount in the hand I re- 
ceived when holding up my hand to 
signal that the gun be fired.”

A squad of a cozen men was de-} > 


tailed under Corporal Patterson <o 
execute this minor operation, and 
Pte. Kerr was selected for the post 
of fret bayonet man. His duty as 
such was to precede the party, dis- 
pose of the enemy sentry in a manner 
which would not arouse the wholo 
garrison, seck the latter's where- 
abouts, and adyise the bombers. of 
their. target. 

Kerr climbed the bloek, or bound- 
ary line, extablished In the Canadian 
trench, and madejbhis way toward a 
similar obstruction erected by the 
enemy. The other.men followed him. 
The German sentry was alert and 
hurled a bomb over the parapet. Kerr 
saw the missile hurtling towards him, 
and bent bis right arm in front of 
his body the better to protect bim- 
self. It was a near call, for the 
bomb blew off the top of Kerr's fore- 
finger and wounded him In the side. 
Bombers ‘of both sides then became 
busy, and neither could sco the other 
nor the effcct of their missiles. 

Regardless of his wounds and of 
the enemy, Kerr scrambled to the 
top of the battered parados. Here 
he obtained a full view of the enemy. 
The small attacking party could 
easily have been overcome by. the 
number of Germans that crowded tov 
trench, but this dic not enter into 
Kerr's calculations, 

He had only two bombs with him, 
and after making excellent use of 
them he opened fre with his rifle. 
This, however, had become clogged 
with mud and jammed. Witb his 
bombs expended and his riffe uscless 
ho remaincd at the top of the trench 
directing the alm of his bombers. 
Then he selzed the rife of the second 
bayonet man to make reprisals for} 
his own hurt, He secmed to bear a 
charmed" life, as, though he was in 
full view, the wild sim of the Ger- 
mans passed him by. , 

Under continuous pressure tbe 
enemy retired, and as soon cs they 
bad rounded the frst bay, which bid 
“them from sight, Kerr jumped into 
the trench and grimly followed. The 
place was thick with dead and dying 
Germans, Prepared for German 
treachery, Kerr rounded the firct bay 
without Incident, holding his bayonet 
fiucd, They bad retired tothe other 
extremity of the trench. 

Kerr discovered this when on 
rounding tae third bay of the trench 
he camo face-to-face with a heavily- 
built German, whoat sightof the 
bayonet instantly threw up both 
hands. ‘There stood the woundeu 
Canadlan facing, not thls one man, 
but sixty othera behind him, :n a 
trench amply provided with ammani- 
tlon and weapons. He smiled witb 
amusement when one among the 
sixty waved a whilo mg at bim. 

Kerr signalled to the Germans 
with his ritle to climb over the para- 
dos, at the same time calling to bis 
comrades to hurry along as he was 
in touch with the enemy. The attack- 
Jug party now numbered only nipo, 
one having been killed and th! 
otbers in addition to Kerr wounded. 

When the other elght Canadians 
came on the scene the opposing

Ther> +» at present 22 companie 
of the Canadian forzetry corps oper 
ating in France. [ho first eight com- 
panies arrived between Decembe:

approximately 60 per cent. of thei: 
transport. Eight moro. companios ar- 
rived {n thy third woek of May. It is 
hoped to omploy 56 companies In all 
by September. 

The companies are cquipped with 
Canadlan-made sawmilling machin* 
ery and tcols, and tho greatest effi- 
ciency and kecnness Is displayed by 
all ranks, Operations extend over a 
largo area. All species of lumber 
are manufactured, including sawn 
timber, sleepers, trench timber, pit 
Drops for roads and mining.

Senator ‘Landry said that ander the 
measure a.married couple with no 
children would: have $3,000 exemption 
of income from taxation, The couple 
living next door with balf w dozen 
children would have exactly the same 
exemption, no more and no less,” He 
held that this was.an immoral pro- 
vision. 

Senator, Boyer said that fn Europ- 
ean couatries where there had been 
much experience with income taxation 
it had been found that neglecting to 
give special exemption for children 
had the effect of lowering the birth 
rate. . 

Senator Watson suggested that the 
exemption be given in favor of child- 
ren and that thé Joss be made up by 
increasing the rate of taxation ‘of 
large incomes. 

Senator Domville suggested an ex- 
emption of five percent. for each 
child. - 

Sir James Lougheed mised the point 
of order that the revenue provisions 
of the bill could not be altered by the 
Senate. 

Chairman Sproule, acting as chair- 
man of the committee: sustained the 
ruling. “Senator Bostock appealed to 
the Senate from the decision, which 
was sustained by 27 to 23...” 7 

The clause requiring employers to 
deduct. the amount of ‘the tax from 
the salaries of employees and pay 
direct to the Government was amend- 
ed by Sir.

OTTAWA, Sept. 7.—The dsually 
placid Senate was thrown into 3 state 
of turmoil yesterday that has seldom 
been.equatled in the annals of parlia- 
ment, The crowd that had assembled 
to hear SolicitorGeneral Meighen ex- 
plain the federal franchise bill in the 
House ‘rapidly disappeared from the 
popular chamber and hurried over, to 
the’ Senate side of the building. The 
central figure of the scene was. Sen- 
ator Choquette, who seemed unable to 
understand the excitement - his re- 
marka had created, He had indeed 
set a lighted match to a power keg 
by denouncing‘the Conscription Act, 
and practically advocating that Can- 
ada send no more men to the front, 

In moving for a return of the cor- 
respondence received by the govern- 
ment in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the conscription act Senator 
Choquette mored that the law be not 
enforced until after the general elec- 
tion. What be evidently had in 
mind was that the government did 
not need to issue the proclamation 
calling out the conscripts immediately. 
However, in support of his argument 
ho read a highly seditious newspaper 
clipping said to be a letter from a re- 
turned soldier denouncing the waste 
and cruelty of war and asking that 
all nations immediately agree to 
peace. Not content with this the 
Senator went on to say that the men, 
urging conscription were Sir Joseph 
Flavelle, Sir Herbert Ames and others 
who were making money out of the 
war. They did not care how mang 
men got killed so they could’ furnish 
their boots and bacon, and therefore 
they were trying to get as many men 
over to Europe to be killed as poss- 
ible.

Justice Duff To Be 
Centre Of Appeal 


OTTAWA, Sept. 7.—I$ is unofficially 
announced that Mr, Justice Duff of 
the Supreme Court, one of the men 
whom Western Liberals tire said 0 
have favored as head of a Union Gov- 
ernment, id to be the Central Appeal 
Judge under the Military Service Act.

Has LaborSupport 


TORONTO, Sept. '7.—Now that th- 
Military Bervice Bill has been passed 
and put upon ithe ¢tatute books, or 
ganized labor will abide by the law of 
conscription, without further protest. 
That was the announcement delivered 
before tlie Exhibition ‘directorate at 
the Labor Day luncheon. by P. M. 
Draper, secretary-treasurer of the De 
minion Trades. and Labor Congress, 
who, in emphasizing the point, point- 
ed out that though organized ‘labor 
had opposed the passing of conscrip- 
tion while it was still.in the stages 
of agitation and. discussion, ‘their on 
position ceased the moment’ the: bil! 
became law:- Mr, Draper spoke from 
an official and not-from s personal 
standpoint, and added ‘that the oppo- 
sition of organized labor tq a Con- 
scription, Act was due to their know- 
ledge that labor has already give? 
a larger proportion of men to the ar 
my than has any other element dn 
Canada, and by the further knowledg: 
that the greater burdeh and the grea’ 
er pain of war falls upon the shouldere 
of the wockinzmen. 


On December 17, 1u63, the Wright 
Brothers made their first’ flight in o 
motor-driven airplene, only fourteen 
years ago. The flight tock place in 
North Carolina. It lasted fifty-nine 
De The distance ‘covered was 
269 metres. A metre is'rather longer 
than a yard. ‘ : 
Santos-Dumont, the Brazilian, flew 
eighty yards at Bagatelle, outside 
Paris, on October 23, 1906, and all the 
world wondered. 

A sear later Henry Farman, a 
French subject, but the son of an 
Englishman, flew 311 yards. On Jan- 
uary 13, 1008, Farman succeeded in 
flying just over 1,000 yards at an av- 
erage speed of 34 miles an bour. 

These men, the Wrights, Santos- 
Dumont, and Héary Farman, were 
the pioncers of aviation, but they in- 
herited the results of generations of 
experiments. The most valuable of 
the spade work was done by Chanute 
in America and Ferber in France. 


GREAT ADVANCE MADE. 

In 1909 Farman flew ’ forty-two 
miles. From less ‘than 300 yards to 
forty-two miles in’ six years. In 1910 
Sopwith few 169 miles. 

In 1911 Paulhan, the French aviat- 
or, prophesied that ‘the airplane would 
one day be used for military purpos- 
cs on land and for naval work at sca. 
Think of it! Only six years ago the 
military value of the airplane was 
only a possibility. Now a squadron of 
German machines have bombarded 
London. 

Mr. Charles:Turner, in a book pub- 
lished in 1912, foretold the construc- 
tion of sirplanes capable of travelling 
a handred miles an hour. | Nowadays 
planes travel two bundred miles: an 
hour. n 


BRITAIN WAS SCEPTICAL. -

300,000 Autos’ 
Used In War 


There are approxtmately 300,000 au- 
tomobiles being used on both sides uf 
the war, not including motor trans- 
ports to be put in the- field by the 
United States, according to a compi:- 
ation just completed by the Japanese 
Government, which has been investi- 
gating the matter. The principal En- 
tente belligerenta have spproximate- 
ly 161 automobiles in use %\ the 
war, while the Central powers are 
declared by the Japancse to be usin; 
130,000 automobiles. 

The automobiles in use by the En- 
tente powers are distributed as_fol- 
lows: 

Britain, 30,000, including 15, 
the conveyance of supplies; France 
60,000, including 25,000 for carryins 
supplies; Ruésis, 40.000, including 
20,000 “for carrying supplies; Italy, 
10,000, including 5,000 fur carrying xu» 
plies; Belgium, 10,300; RNoumanie, 
1,7000, and Serbia, 125. The numbér 
of automobiles used for war service 
by tlle Central. powers are: 

Germany, 100,000, including 25,000 
for conveyance of supplies; Austrja- 
Hungary, 30,000, jncludinz 3,000 for 
carrying goode; Turkey\7, inching 
80 for conveying goods, and Dake, 
300.

HUGE OUTPUT OF : 
, BRITISH WUNITIONS 


LONDON, Sept. $—One factory at 
a British munition center, ‘engaged 
in making small arms munitions and 
shell cases, illustrates the. almost fa- 
bulous expansion of the manufacture 
of munitions {n England since the 
beginning of the war. 
This factory in August, 1913, made 
cartridges at the rate of 7,000,000 a 
year. Today the output of cartridges 
is 25,000,000 a week, or more than 3,- 
500,000 a day.’ More than 30,000 
workers are required to make the 
cartridges and shell cases turned out 
by this one firm, Half of these work- 
ers are men and half women .and 
girls, ~ .

Otis Hovey, curator of the Museum 
of Natural History at New York. 

“Mr. MacMillan tells me,’* contin- 
ues Dr, Hovey, “that he bus secured 
@ great series of skins, and other 
darts of land and sea mammals oc- 
curring in the regions visited, jarge 
Qumbers of bird skins and eggs, and 
a large amount of old and new Eski- 
mo material, He has taken and de- 
veloped from 2,000°10,3,000 photo- 
graphs with fine success; has made 
extensive meteorological records and 
notes and made many observa- 
Uons upon the natives. He has made 
the great, though disappointing trip 
to Crocker Land, which he has al- 
ready briefly reported on, and last 
spring’s exploratory trip to Findlay 
(King Christian) Land, which be ts

At Record Figure 


High Price of Sily Silver Results in 
Mexican Dollars Belog Melted 
For Ball Bullion 


NEW YORK, “Sept: 8.—Fifty thou- 
sand Mexican dollars, lying in racks 
on the Boor of a dealer in silver bul- 
lion, were one. of the evidences today 
of the rapidly mounting. price of bar }4 
silver, which has now reached the |” 
record breaking figure of 95%¢ cents 
an ounce. A year ago it was selling 
at 683 cents an ounte. 

The Mexican money was to be con- 
verted into bullion and represented, 
it was said, bat x small fraction of 
the silver currency now being brought 
out of Mexico, deapite-measures by 
the Mexican government prevent 
its money from being drdined off by 
the alteration of high bullion prices in 
this country.> The Mexican silver dol- 
lar, for years valuedkat about fifty 
centa, is now worth in the neighbor- 
hood of 75 cents at prevailing bar sil- 
ver prices, The fie in value of the 

motal has raised the question as to} 
whether a similar situation will come 
to*bear on American silver dollars, | 
tempting the owners to melt them and 
sell them as bullion. 

Thero would be no danger of this, 
it was said today by silver authoritics 
on bar silver unless it climbs to $1.29 
an ounce, 

The high price of silver is attribat- 
ed here to both an. increased demand 
and decreased production. The chief 


increase in the demand is said to be |= 


due to enlarged use of the metal for 
world coinage caused by the withdraw- 
al of gold from circulation and tho 
substitution of silver for it.

In 1880 the Russian Blinister to 
Athens, Saburoff, was) on leave in 
Germany. He was mot by Bismarck 
in a small Germant own, where con- 
versations were started. Dismarck 
and the Minister kept the Russian 
Forcign Office completely ignorant of 
Germany's plans and cflorts. The 
Czar was approached directly. through 
the Russian Minister. As it was in- 
convenient for the Minister to carry 
on his negotiations after his leave of 
absence. expired, Bismarck succeeded 
in having him appointed ambassador. 
to Berlin, where the design was nearly 
executed, “Ambassador Sabnroff com- 
municated ‘directly with the Court, 
and Alexander IIT. ‘of Russia was 
about to sign the treaty which— had 
formally been prepared, when the 
Russian Forcign’ Minister learned of 
its existence and of the negotiations. 
‘The Czar was in reality prevented by 
his Forcign Minister from committing 
Russia to the agréement. 


Such attempts had-been made by} 


Germany from timo .to time, it was 
said at the Russian Embassy, tho 
ginning of the policy being the Holy 
Alliance under the leadorship of Met- 
ternich, All thése efforts of Germany, 
it was declared, had aimed at defend- 
ing autocratic rule from the ‘advances 
of democracy.

Trading With India, 


The Imperial Institute in London 
bas been tharged by the Secretary of 
State for India with an enquiry into 
the ‘openings within the Empire for 
the various raw materials of India 
which bave hitherto gone: in large 
amount to enemy countries. 

In ‘this connection the Institute is 
in communication” with the Depart- 
ment of Trade’and Commerce in Ot- 
tawa, which Is actively co-operating 
in‘the enquiry. - Already one import- 
ant result of this action is that tan- 
ners in Canada ®* have * stated’ ‘that 
they are interested in the raw cow- 
bides which formerly went frm 
India’ chiefly to Germany, and from 
which a High-class’ leather can ‘be 
manufactured: By-arrangement with 
the Ministry of Trade and Commerce

IN BIGA GULF) . 


““PETROGRAD, Sept. 7.— 10 was 
semi-officially announced that a Ger- 
man flect has appeared in the Gulf 
of Riga. During the past two days 
the Riga front has been broken - on 
a width of sixty versts. Throughout 
Tuesday the Germans energetically 
pursued heir offenders, particularly 
north of Uxkull in order to cut the 
Riga-Venden Railway. 

The retreat of the Russians from 
Riga ove ra neck of lagd a mile and 
a half wide between Lake Kish and 
Lake Egel is being accomplished with 
the greatest difficulty and with+the 
enemy constantly shelling the rear 
guard, The route Is along the Pskoff 
Rallway and {s the only exit from the 
cul de sac the Germans having mov- 
cd up from the Uxkull direction cut- 
ting off the Russian retreat to the 
southeast. 

The civilian head of the war min- 
istry, Boris Savinkoff, has issued a 
statement saying that the success of 
the measures. which will be taken to 
check the advance: “depend wholly 
upon the behavior of our troops.”

PETROGRAD,,. Sept. 10.—Authori- 
tative statements issued here dealing 
with the loss of Riga say that nl- 
though competent military authorities 
do not consider Petrograd endanger 
ed; set the approach of the war zone 
to the capital necessitates decisive 
measures for ‘the government of the 
city. Therefore a new administration 
will be formed. 

AL Nikitine, minister of posts and 
telegraph, who has been charged by 
the government with the task of par- 
tially cracuating the cnpital, in a 
statement explains that the partial 
evacuation is due te the problem of 
the food supply rather than to any 
military menace.

relatives of these men are posting par- 


cels at ‘the rate of sometimes 1,000 a'|, 


day, and the mail for overseas quickly 
accumulates, A postal staff of seven 
men are reaponsible for. the handling 
of the’e parcels, though the number 
is increased daring the busy seasons. 

‘When asked as to whether the par- 
cels were better packed than at the 
beginning of - the war,~ Postmaster 
Rogers replied: “Much better., Tho 
people are beooming educated in the 
art of packing parcels. The corrugat- 
ed cardboard boxes principally used 
are just the things for the, : purpose. 
Of course'a E certain number of parcels 
are badly packed, but compared witli 
the number handled these are very 
few, ” 

Although the “mails are not de 
spatched as regularly qs before’ the 
outbreak of hostilities, the postmaster 
said that they usually “managed to 
send out a mail every week, * 

“Some of tho parcels go to England, 
but the majority are sent to the men 
in France. The latter are divided in- 
to two classes: boxes whith weigh 
three pounds and, under, which cost 
24 cents to send, and boxes of seren 
pounds and under which require” 32 
cents postage. An average week sees 
about 4,000 of the larger size de- 
apatched from Toronto and about 900 
of the smaller size. Those going, to 
‘England number about 760 per week 
and have an average postal cost of 37 
cents, The parcels usually contain 
‘soldiers’ comforts” to the value of 
$3.00. yan, 

Many of th€ boxes, however, are 
valued at $4 or $5, and a few are re 
ceived worth $15 or $20. The latter, 
asa rule, contain waterproof trench 
boots for use in the trenches. . “Dur- 
ing the holiday season. the number of 
parcols in necessarily increased.” T 
the ‘month of November, when Christ- 
mas boxes are being “packed for > the 
boys in’ the trenches. the partels in- 
crease to five times their normal num- 
ber, and in December they number 
about twice the ordinary amount. 

‘The special rate of postage applic< 
to parcels going to France only, and 
people sending parcels to soldiers in 
England have to pay the usual rate of 
12c. per pound, The parcels usally 
contain socks, underwear, chocolate, 
tobacco ~and condensed foods. It 
must not be forgotten that the dis- 
tance travelled by the parcel is con- 
siderable, and fresh fruit, liquids or 
other perishable matter should not be 
sent, as deterioration or breakage 
will only result in the other articles 
being spoiled. It is desirable that all 
sendera of parcels should fill ont: the 
custome’ declaration, but, provided 
the contents are ‘limited to soldiers’ 
comforts there need be no anxiety ag: 
to the paying of: duty. © Using . the 
above figures to obtain an average 
for the year it would appear that Tor- 
onto sends to her boys ‘overacas 293,- 
800 parcels annually, costing i in past- 
age $92,222, and containing goods to 
the value of $881,400,

The Judge ruled that Tremblay-coul:1 
refuse to subscribe to the confession, 
whereupon the latter refused to com- 
mit himself. He swore he did not 
know of the explosion until after it 
had occurred. 

LORD ATHOLSTAN'S TESTIMONY 

Lord Atholstan testified that eleven 
people were in his home at‘ Cartier- 
ville the night of the explosion, in- 
cluding his ‘wife, his daughter, ‘the 
Hon. Alice Graham; and himself. 
Sixty-four feet of tho verandah had 
been destroyed by the explosion, fifty 
square feet of concrete, a lot of: floor- 
ing and two of the walls.

_ Infantile Paralysis 


There {s-an' epidemic of infantile 
paralysis throughout Ontario, which 
ts growing steadily. In all, 43 cases 
have been reported with three deaths. 
The latest reports are threo from To- 
ronto and soven from Cornwall. Four 
cases In the city and two in Cornwall 
had previously been reported. 

The /Provincial® Health Dept. re- 
parts that up to the end of August 
there were 36 cases in the Province. 
They had practically all developed 
during the month as only three cases 
were reported for July. The depart- 
ment has sovoral Inspectors at work 
on the cases and their reports on the 
outbreak are expected soon. ; 

Tho cases reported so far are: 
Edwardsburg, 7; Ottawa, 8; Cardin- 
al Village, 6; Toronto, 7; Cornwall, 
9; Fe » 2, and several of the 
scattered centres, one each. 

The epidemic has not, however, 
the proportions of the outbreak of 
last year when there wero 44 cases 
in August and 76 in September. _ 

Brantford has a serious typhoid 
epidemic as during.the past week 14 
cases have broken out in the city.

Before Abat 
could be accomplished, howerer, i 
was necessary to. hare a new natural- 
ization law that would deal with the 
status of women., He hoped that the 
new parliament, by passing ‘such «a 
law, would open the way to a general 
franchise measure for women. 

In opposing the demand for ‘the

the provisions of the Act. The post, 
master of the town or city in which 
auch applicstfon has been made, will 
be the official to issup the counterfoil 
eredential. Uf applicdtion is made in 
person before a tribunal the latter of- 
ficialx will issue the counterfoil, Be 
sides this method the Government‘will 
secure the active assistance of muni- 
cipal organizations, the.

Dear mother:—I have written to 
you two or three ‘times this last 
week, so I guess you will get them 
all together. There was a big Cana- 
dian mail in today, and I was disap- 
pointed at not getting any. I have 
not recelved any for about ten days 
now, so write oftener. ; 

We received our magnificent $4.00 
yesterday, and after I pald for my 
laundry and bought soap and polish 
Thad about $3.00 left, Everything is 
very dear over here. A small’ cake 
costs 2 cents, two eggs and a slice of 
bread 18 cents and »o on,wo you can 
Cigarettes are 
also very dear. There was one thing 
on yesterday's pay parade that cer- 
tainly mado us sore and that was 
when we arrived at the pay office 
there was two ladies standing beside 
the officer who recefyes our laundry 
money and they wero selling flags for 
a flag-day; and as cach man recelved 
his change they were right on the 
job. What we didn't like about it 
was that we were proctically forced 
to buy one. Now the smallest change 
we had was sixpence.(12 cents) and 
wo need absolutely every cent we get 
here, as the rations are so short, 
most of the time, that we have to 
finish off at the canteen. 

Now néne of us would have mind- 
ed buying one on the street in the 
ordinary way, but a person ‘couldn't 
very well refuse in front of the offi- 
cer and whole chbmpany.

Again it appeared and 
was followed this time by the conning 
tower. Fire was opened and the first 
shot hit the base of the conning tow- 
er and removed the two periscopes. 
Many. other hits: were obtained and 
the submarine quickly assumed a lst 
to’ port and several men came out of 
the hatch. 

“Tho : U-boat. -wallowed, ‘along for. # 
space with the stern almost submerg- 
ed and ofl squirting from its side, and 
the crew came on deck and waved 
their hands. At this sign of surren- 
der cease fire was ordered, whereup- 
on the enemy started to make off at 
a fair specd, hoping to disappear in 
the mist. Fire again was opencd, a 
loud explosion togk place forward, 
and falling over on uy the enemy 
sank, the last thing Jscen being his 
sharp bow, end up, slowly disappear- 
ing beneath the water.

Practical Housekeeping Hints 


THE FOOD VALUE OF FISH 

People have got more or less into the habit of 
eating fish on Friday only. Fish are just: as appe- 
tizing and nourishing on.Tucsdays aud Thursdays 
as on Fridays, and'if you and your neighbors will 
buy fish any day.in the week, you will get ‘cheaper 
fish and better fish: Hundreds of carloads of fish are 
exported from Canada because the people oe 4 
here do not appreciate the value of fish as_a f 
and do not buy it as oftenas they should. 

Fish supplies the body with material for building 
and repair, and with energy for heat and muscular 
work. The value of any food to the body is reck- 
oned upon its yield of digestible nutricnts, “chiefly in 
the form: of protein, fat, starch and sugar. The 
demand for it: frequently "depends upon its cost. 

Like meat, eggs, and milk, fish yields a great 
deal of protein (the chief body- Duilding material), 
ert in many cases at. considerably less cost, ¢.g.,

This water should be changed several 
times, or, better, place the pan containing the fish 
under a tap, which is allowed to drip, thus ensuring 
constant change of water. 

Frozen fish must be placed in cold water to have 
When this is completed, clean 
and prepare as any other fish, and cook in any 
desired form. ‘This kind of. fish is just’as nutritious 
as any other fish, and its cheapriess should make it 
more widely known.

E. Fox, general manager of the Da- 
vies Company, who explained with a 
great wealth of detail many of the 
ramifications of his firm and its sub- 
aidiarics. He stated) that the widest 
publicity was courted, as all the 
transactions “of the firm would bear 
investigation, Later in the day wlicn 
under croasexamination by J. W. 
Bain, K.C., representing the Govern- 
ment, Mr. Fox demurred to answer- 
ing certain quostions unless he first. 
obtained “the consent of the British 
War Office.

MONTREAL, Sept. 19.—Henri Mo- 
nette, alias Charles Edouard Girard, 
the much-wanted ringleader of the 
notorious dynamite gang that has 
stirred the country with ‘its doings, 
alleged and otherwise, was captured 
date yesterday afternoon at the Rows- 
sin School, in Point. Aux Trembles by 
Chief Charpentier, of the city detect- 
ives, working with’ Inspector Giroux, 
of ‘the Domjnion police.

Some interesting and amusing in- 
formation concerning the aboriginal 
inhabitants of the Arctic’regions is 
contained in an article, ‘{Wireless 
with the Eskimos,” by Douglas R. P. 
Coats in The Wireless World, © The 
author kept ‘a diary of his experience 
while on a voyage to Baffin Land 
and Hudson Bay on board the Nas- 
copie, a sealer and ‘{ice-breaker en 
gaged in carrying supplies to various 
Hudson Bay stations in the Far 
North— 

“The Eskimo at home was rather 
a surprise. I was taken to a wooden 
hut, which belched forth the Eskimo 
atonch as we opened the door. Theru 
were Tour or fivevinbabiting the hut, 
and-they lived ina state’ of semi- 
cleanliness, perhaps superior to many 
of our brethren | in «civilized | alum- 
land, They all:assumod the happy. 
Eskimo smile as’we® entered. their 
dwelling and arose “politely to “their 
feet.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—British mer- 
chant ships of 1,600 tons and over 
sunk by mine or sub§arine during the 
past week numbered eight, according 
to the Admiralty report ‘tonight.

STALE BREAD—Small bits of stale bread can be 
sldwly dried in the oven until crisp and brittle, then 
ground in a meat chopper and rolled. These bread 


crumbs should be kept in’s covered jar, and can be 


used for frying croquettes, etc. Larger pieces of 
stale bread may be eaten with soup in place of 
crackers, or used to make croutons for soup. (Crou- 
tons are ‘little squares of bread fried’in fat.’

Farther still were the almost unre- 
cognizable eLateau of Hooge, Hill €0, 
and Mount: Sorrel, one of Canada’s 
few black spots, and just abead were 
the craters of St. Elo], which, when, 
Canadiane were there, used to change 
hands times beyond count. All of it 
ground of biter memory for the Do- 
minion corps; almost every yard of 
it ONed with bright spots for the 
unadvertised, hardworking officers 
of the three Canadian tunneling com-
